An Imperial -Airway Flying

reach Mwanza, Tanganyika, the 
present ' terminus, to-day. The 
southern section of the route will 
be opened during the Summer.—

The 2,670 miles North-Africa 
section of the Imperial Airways 
Tondan-Cepe air route will be 
onened for traffic on Thursday, 
March 5, when an inaugural flight 
will be made from Cairo to 
Mwenza, Tanganyika Territory, 
the machine arriving at Mwanza 
on Monday, March 9, 

The route from Cairo to Mwanza 
will be via Assiut, Luxor, 
Assouan, Wadi Haifa, Khartoum, 
Kosti, Malakal, Shambe,.

The service will be operated 
weekly in each direction. ;

Reply to Critics. 

Now-a-days there is much critic- 
ism of education, but the most 
vehemont in their criticisms’ are 
not necessarify those who aro 
really conversant with the advance 
that has been made during recent 
years, Our schools are to be teat. « 
ed by the kind of man and woman 
whom, broadly speaking, they 
claim to have’ produced. Many 
critics declare that we are educnt- 
ing children above their station in 
life. This is not true. We can- 
not educate children above their 
station for we are educating the 
Tuture men and women, and in this * 
world there is no higher station. 
Wea do want our children to rise, 
but we want them to rise above 
themselves,. not above somebody 
else; to bo straight, fearless and 
honourable. : : 

It seems to me that before any 
real educational progress is pos- 
sible, the public in general and 
the parents in particular, must be 
taught the meaning of education 
which is not a substance but a 
spirit. It fa not something of , 
which we must acquire a certain 
quantity anu then stop. There is 
no end to education which -is 
initiation not apprenticeship. Its 
scale is not the material scale of 
commerce; it is a preparation for” 
life not merely for a livelihood? 
for Hving not for a living. It is 
not the stuffing of minds but the 
illumination and development’ of 
intellectual power and of charac- 
ter. It should produce not 


and by obtaining permission to 
have. more than 80 pupils in a 
class room this would be possible.

‘Ganja Smugelers Chased 
. in Darkness. 


' — 


A daring attempt “by three 
smugglers “to get away with 
eighteen Ibs, of ganja from the 
BI. steamer Bamora in Colombo 
Harbour carly this morning wag 
rendered fruitless only by the 


| vigilance of Customs’ watchers, 
says The Times of Ceylon of 
'Webruary 12. 

When they were.discovered two 
of the smugglers jumped into the 
water taking the contraband goods 
with them. 
| Then an exciting chase com- 
;menced in the darkness, and the 
‘quiet of the ha:bour was shatter- 
ed with shouts and launch sirens. 
The Customs boat and a police 
launch searched the surface, ul- 
timately recovering the ganja— 
valued at some Ra.. 1,800—while 
two men also fell .into the hands 
of the authorities. A third made 
good his escape after swimming 
ashore, 

It was in the stillness of about 
three o'clock in the morning that a 
Customs officer, who was on duty

Main Difficulty ry That of Storage. 


“ONLY A GRANITE CONE.” 


‘The Purification System - Explained. 


. ‘In the course of an instructive address on “Water Supplies of 
Hong Kong,” given before the Rotary Club ‘at the weekly tiffin 
yesterday, Dr. E. P. Minett, the Government. Bacteriologist, gave 
interesting details of the method of treatment of the raw water, 
by filtration and chlorination, before it reached the household. 

Dr. Minett emphasised the fact that Hong Kong was nothing 


more than a granite cone. 


This made the matter of storage a dif- 


ficult one, ag there were no natural reservoirs, such as lakes or 


rivers. For this reason he was

CHLORINE NOT HARMFUL. 


thee water in Hong Kong, he 
said, was practically up to the

“belief that the purification of 
water by chlorine was harmful was 
quite ‘erroncous, Typhoid fever, 
and other water borne discases, 
had been known to have followed 
when chlorination was discontinu- 
ed. ‘| 

In addressing ‘the Rotarians, Dr. 
Minett suid:—: 

The water supplies of Hong 
Kony as regards fresh water can 
be summed up in the one word 
“vain,” as whether you get it from 
the tap or draw it up from a well 
the original source is the same. 

The following factors influence 
the rainfall ‘here:—The situation 
In Lat. 22°N, Long, 114°E., which 
should be a good one for rain; the 
temperature, which averages 72°F., 
ranging from 69°F. in February to 
92°F. in July. Extremes of 32°F. 
and 97°F. have been recorded, 

Then there is the humidity, 
which ia affected’ by the tempcra- 
ture. The average is about 77 per 
cent. of saturation, ranging from 
66 per cent, in November.to 84 per 
cent. in April. A minimum of 4 
per cent. has’ been recorded, and 
complete saturation, 100 per cent. 
Is of fairly frequent occurrence. 

As regards the source, the 
average rainfall is 85.7 inches per 
annum. The lowest recorded wag 

‘45.8 inches, and the highest 119.7 
inches. This compares very 
favourably with Great Britain,

Collection. 

The catchment area on the 
Island is 3,278 acres, and on the 
mainland, for Kowloon reservoir, 
4,270 acres.

The reservoir capacity in Hong 
Kong Is 2,210.41 million | gallons, 
and in Kowloon 601.95 million 
gallons. A new reservoir under 
construction at Aberdeen is of 176 
million gallons capacity,-and Kow- 
loon Byewash reservoir another 
175 million gallons. The Shing 
Mun Valley scheme is estimated to 
yield 2,000 million gallons, avail- 
able in Hong Kong by ‘pipe line 
across the harbour. 

Average consumption in Hong 
Kong is 10.6 million gallons per 
day, taking the population of Hong 
Kong as 485,000, this giving 
an average -consumpton of~ 24 
gallons per head per day. Kow- 
loon consumes 4 million gallons 
per day, and with an estimated 
population of 176,000 this equals 
an average consumption of 21 
gallons per hend per day. These 
figures apply only to the water 
delivered from Government .mains 
and does not include the number 
of private wells used fot flushing 
purposes in various residences. 

But I must say that I think these 
figures are far too low, especially 
in Kowloon. . 
Filtration. 

Filtration’ is carried out in Hong 
Kong by eight filter beds, arrang: 
ed along the hillside, and supplied 
with water from the reservoirs by 
means of: an aqueduct. These 
filter beds are all connected 50 that 
water can be drawn.into the beds 
from any of the reservoirs. ‘The 
newer filters are very up-to-date, 
being on the , Patterson rapid 
gravity system, and give -a first 
class water, , 

The quality of the filtered water 
is dependent on the rate of filtra- 
tion, and in a lesser degree upon 
the raw water, which varies onor- 
mously and has to be very carefully 
watched. For some unknown rea- 
son the raw water on the Kowloon 
side is nearly always superior to 
that of Hong Kong. 

All filter beds are examined both 
chemically and  bacterlologically j 
The filters are adjusted 
‘According to the.-transparency of; 
the water, which varies from 4 cen- 
timetres to over 100 centimetres, 
necessitating a constant change in 
the clarifying charge. 

. Chlorination. : 

Chlorination is carried out after 
filtration, and beforo the water 
enters the storage tanks and dis- 
tributing mains. It is done’ with 
chlorine gas by means of a Pater- 
son Chloronome.. The quantity 
used varies with the quality of the 
water and ranges usually from one- 
quarter part up to one part per 
million. This ia about the same 
dose as is used in the London water 
supplies, probably one of the best 
in the world.’ 

There seems to be a popular be- 
lief that the purification of water 
by.chlorine is harmful. That. is 
not s0,-a3s the chlorine combines 
with the water and gives off oxygen. 
Typhold bacilli cannot live in this 
water, but on the other hand {ns- 
tances, have been recorded, where 
outbreaks of typhoid fever, and 
other water borne diseases, have 
followed .when chlorination has 
been discontinued.

A word. about well waters. 
These are all of the “shallow” type 
and practically none of them are 
fit for drinking without purifica- 
tion. Their salt content varles 
with the season and thelr pro- 
ximity to the harbour. One at the 
Cricket Club varies -from 2.5 parts 
of sodium chloride to 30.69 parts 
per 100,000. Of the private wells 
at Shek O, those that I have 
examined give a very goud quality 
of water. 

Water Shortage Measures, 

Roferring to measures taken 
during the water shortage in 1929, 
the speaker sald that it had been 
necessary ta bring in water to the 
Colony in ships. He had ‘been out 
himself to select it, ‘and I might 
say that some of it was pretty 
awful stuff.” Being badly pollut- 
ed, it was found necessary to treat 
it on the ship before pumping it 
into the tanks on shore. The tanks 
were connected up so as to allow 
water to flow from one to the 
other, the water being treated 
again with one ounce of chlorinat- 
ed Hme to 1,000 gallons, or two 
parts per million of chlorine. 

The Director of Medical and 


‘Sanitary Services fixed the chlorine 


in water taken from tanks at .6 
parts per million before isaue. 
This was a very wise precaution, 
and most important, as the water 
had to be issued, of necessity, with- 
out previous filtration. 

Dr. Minett concluded by thank- 
ing the Director, of Medical and 
Sanitary Services and the Wator 
Authority for permission to give 
the addreas. 

Chlorination Explained. 

A Rotarian who remained anony- 
mous having asked a question as 
to what “the chlorine treatment 
was, Dr. Minett explained’ that 
chlorine was a gas. It was used 
to put into the water in a com- 
pressed form, as a liquid. The 
machine through which it passed 
re-converted it into a gas as it 
trickled through into the veservoir. 

Sewage System Question. 

Answering a further question as 
to the feasibility of installing 4 
water-borne sewage system on the 
Island, Dr. Minett said that the 
answer was in the negative. Five 
gallons per head per day had. been 
computed to be enough, but actual 
practice showed that it took ten 
galions.. This meant that the 
operating outlay would be too 
much. It would be necessary prac- 
tically to double the supply, and 
to bring water over from the main- 
land. The trouble. in Hong Kong 
was not lack of rain, but the diffi- 
culty in storing it. 

Speaking merely as a bacterio- 
logist, however, an operating 


system with sea-water had- proved * 


satisfactory in other places, and 
he saw no reason why tHe same

DISPUTE SETTLED. 


Copyright of the 
Association. 


TITLE ADMITTED. 


A settloment was reached In tho 
Chancery Division when an action 
was brought to decide a question 
of copyright in the rules of the 
game of billiards. 

Mr. Jenkins, K.C., for the Bil- 
liards Association and Control 
Club, Ltd., who brought the action, 
said that body held the samo 
authoritative relation to the gamo 
and its players as the Portland 
Club did to bridge, as the M.C.C. 
did to cricket, and as the Royal 


ts, and Ancient did to golf. 


The defendants, who published 
their own books and sheets of 
rules, were Messrs. F. H. Ayres, 
Ltd. of Aldersgate Street, E.C., 
makers of tennis rackets, billiard 
tables, and other sports equipment. 

The Billlards Association and 
Control Club, Ltd, of Cecil- 
chambers, Strand, W.C., complain- 
ed of Messrs. Ayres’ publication of 
rules, in 1921. : 


Infringement Denied. 


Messrs. Ayres, who were associ- 
ate members of the Billiards As- 
sociation were holders of copy- 
right, and did not admit the exist- 
ence of copyright in the rules. In 
any case, what Messrs. Ayres 
published was ‘not, they said, .an 
imitation or colourable copy of the 
association’s publication, and copy- 
right infringement was denied. 

Mr. Jenkins added that the 
authority of the association dated 
from about 1886, when a meeting 
of professionals and table makers 
was held. F 

A split in the billiards world 
occurred in 1908, and after that 
the amateur championship was 
played under the rules of the as- 
socintion and the professional 
championship under the rules of 
the Control! Club and Union, Ltd. 
That was felt to be unsatisfactory, 
and in 1919 the two organisations 
amalgamated. : : 

Mr. Jenkins intimated later that 
he-had been ‘able to agree with Mr. 
Henn Collinsifor Messrs. Ayres, to 
a form of‘ settlement of the section, 
though Mr. Henn’ Collins differed 
from him. regarding the copyright 
definition. In effect, he could an- 
nounce a settlement. : 

_They had agreed that there 
should be no costs. Judgment 
would be by consent on that foot- 
ing and they proposed to take an 
order staying all proceedings ex- 
cept for the purposo of enforcing 
the order. ; : 

Terms of. Agreement, 

Further discussion of logal 
phrasing resulted in the following 
agreed form of settlement:— - 

Messrs. Ayres admitted the as- 
sociation’s title to the copyright in 
the Billlardd Aésociation and Con- 
trol rules 2920, and undertook to 
deliver up all copies in their 
possession ‘or’ control of. Messrs. 
Ayres’ rules ‘of.1921, complained of 
in the action, and:they undertook 
not to print, publish, or sell any 
further copies of the Inst-mention- 
ed rules or:any other rules which 
aro copied or colourably altered 
from the association's rules of the 
game ‘of 1920. : 

Mr. Henn Collins: I am prepar- 
ed to admit the associntion’s rules 
as copyright for the future and in 
all -respects. ; : 
. Mr: Justice Farwell remarked 
that it was a satisfactory _ settle- 
ment of ‘an: interesting matter.

Bishop and the Lambeth 
Conference. 


LOCAL EXTENSIONS,” 


The Victoria Diovesan Confer- 
ence was , opened in the St. John 
Cuthedral Hall yesterday after- 
noon, when the Bishop of Victoria 
wave an address on the challenge 
of the Lambeth Conference. 

The Rev. N, L. Watkins was clect- 
ed Sceretary, and the Treasurér of 
the V.D.M.A. was appointed to act 
as treasurer for the conference. - 

The Very Rey. Dean A. Swann 
read the report of the Executive 
Council which had met on Decem- 
ber 4, 1930, and February 11, 1932, 
when the following matters wore 
considered at the meetings (1) the 
possibility of Church Extension in 
Kowloon; (2) the building of a new 
St. Peter's Church; (3) the Confer- 
ence Budget for 1931; and (4) ar- 
rangements for this conference. 

With regard to (1) 2 lette: had 
been written to Government asking 
for the reservation of a site for a 
church in Waterloo Road, Kowloon. 
No reply to this letter has been re- 
ceived to date. 


New Site For St. Peter's. 

With regard to (2) the Dean said 
that there seemed to be a poasibi- 
lity of proceeding shortly with the 
huilding of a new St. Peter's 
Church, The Cathedral architects 
had reported that a church to Sir 
Herbert Baker’s plans could prob- 

“ably be built for not more than 
$40,000, the amount promised ‘by 
Government, and a suitable site 
near St. Stephen's Girl’s College 
seemed likely to be available. 

After discuasion the Conference 
asked that the St. Peter’s, Sub- 
Council should give its views on 
the site. suggested, and since then 
the  Sub-Counci! had = empha- 
tically voted for proceeding 
us doon as) may” sobe © swith 
the erection of the Church on 
the site proposed if, and aa soon 
ns, that site and the Government 
grant are definitely available, 

The. report of the Hon. Secretary 
of the Church of England Trustees 
was presented by Mr. J. W. Bald- 
win. The investments repreaent- 
ing the St. John’s Cathedra) Hall 
endowment fund, and other funda 
belonging to the Cathedral, have 
been transferred to the trustecs. 

An option to take up new shares 
in the Hong Kong Land Investment 
Co., Ltd, was, at the request of the 
Cathedral Church Council, sold for 
$1,417.40 which has been credited 
to the Cathedral Council’s account, 
The funds of the Chater Endow- 
‘ment remain in the hands of the 
Trustees of that endowment,. who 
have been directed to place the in- 
come to the credit of the accounts 
of St. John’a Cathedral and St. 
Andrew's Church. 


PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 

His Lordship the Bishop then 
addressed the Centenmnce os fol-

The Lambeth Conference meets 
only once in ten. years, We are 
therefore as Church people the more 
bound to consider its decisions be- 
cause they affect vitally the Angli- 
can Church throughout the world. 

Lambeth Conference ia 
not due to be held till. 1940, and how 
mich ehall happen in the world, or 
in China, or in the Hfe of any one 
of us between now and then—who 
shall say?

The Challenge to Consider Afresh’ 
the Christinn Doctrine of God. 
The first challenge that comes ‘to 

us is to consider afresh our idea of 

God. And this challenge comes to 

clergy and laity, to Christian and 

non-Christian alike because the 
whole nature of our life {s deter- 
mined by our iden of what is 
ultimate; by - our idea .of. God. 


matters which are of outstand-

“The supreme necd of the world is, 


to find some unifying principle 
which may five confidence to the 
soulof man’: so the first ren-rt of 
the Lambeth Conference begins— 
and there can be few who will doubt 


» the accuracy of this statement. And 
‘then the claim is made “The Chris- 


tian Doctrine of God, in ita full im- 
plications; when rightly understood, 
supplies the guidance which our 
perplexed generation so supremely 
needs,” 

What is to be the spiritual force: 
which shall teach men the meaning 
of Hfe and evolve harmony ' and 
order from the mental and moral 
chros in’ which mankind — is 
struggling? Here in this diocese 
are represented many ereeds, and 
some who have been brought up in 
the Christian tradition have dia- 
carded it. People have every right 
to ask of us who hold the Christian 
faith what is the Christian doctrine 
of God, and how does it supply the 
guidance which our perplexed gen- 
eration needs? 

The supreme question is—"What 
relation is there between Jesus 
Christ who lived in Palestine at a 
particular period and the Eternal 
God, is he more than merely the 
greatest in a great company of 
spiritulal leaders, is he in his own 
person yery God?” 

I am not going to dwell further 
on this point as we have two speak 
ers who will address us respectively 
on “The Scientist’s Approach to 
God,” and The 
ception of God” But 1 cannot 
stress too. strongly the pressing im- 
portance of this subject for,all our 
work. And lest anyone should be 
tempted to hold an easy view as to 
what Is involved let me read you 
some words of Dr. William Temple, 
Archbishop of York. “Our need is 
net so much to see this doctrine 
or that doctrine further articulated 
or freshly defended; it is to see the 
whole Chistian view of the world, 
of life and of God made good 
against its only contemporary 
rival’ (that is what may be called 
secular or scientific humanism with 
itself self-dependence and denial of 
God. “To do this with any degreo 
of completeness,” tha Archbishop 
continues, “must be. the work of 
many minds atid will occupy many 
generations, But. the need {$s 
urgent and every sincere attempt 
to meet it will In its measure 
promote the triumph of the Gospel.” 

If we here are to respond to the 
vhallenge that comes to .us from 
the first report of the Lambeth Con- 
ference there must be a fresh in- 
sistence on the part of both clergy 
and laity of the obligation of think- 
ing and learning as essential ole- 
ments in the Christian life, and we 
must recognise eaually that it is 
through the development of their 
capacity for worship that men ad- 
vance in their knowledge of God’s 
nature. .In worship the aplrit of 
man enters into communion with 
God. The quality of worship de- 
pends upon the Idea of God which 
‘a in the mind of the worshipper. 
Though it often ts crowded out in 
our busy life yet there fa in man 
the instingt for worship, he wanta 
to adore: how is this: instinct to 
find true expression? Above all 
we néed to have ever before us the 
first resolution of the Lambeth 
Conference—“We belleve- that the 
Christian Church {a the repository 
and trustee of a Revelation of God, 
given by Himself, which all mem- 
bers of the Church are - bound to 
transmit to others, and that every 
member-of tha Church, both clerical 
ond lay is called to ba a channel 


through which the Divine Life flows 


for the quickening of all mankind.”

The Challenge to Lonsider A‘resh 
the Caristian Moral Ideal, 

The second challenge that comes 
to us is the challenge to consider 
afresh the Christian Moral Ideal, 
—More especially in its relation to 
Marriage and Sex, to Race; to 
Peace and War. 

Dean Inge has recently said that 
the present revolt against tradl-. 
tional ethics is not based. on any 
philosopny consciously held dut 
rather on a collapse of all authority, 
which has left the present genera- 
tion without any universally  ac- 
cepted standards, No one who 
takes a large view of the world 
to-day can doubt that the ‘Dean js 
right. : 

All sorts of views about marriage 
and sex are held and are being free 
ly canvassed. It would have beon 
cowardly if the Bishops had refused 
to face the problem, even though as 
someone his said the section benr- 
ing on this subject does not con- 
clude a moral issue but rather 
creates new conditions under which 
moral isaue have to be decided... 
The task of building up ethical 
teaching ‘in the new conditions will 
not be a‘short or easy one; and it 
will need co-operation and criticism 
from every helpful source. 

As regards Race, the adjustment 
of the relations between different 
races is one of the major problems 
of the present century. The 
characteristic feature of world 
polities at the present time is 
“nationalism.” Machiavelli” it has 
been said, “has broadly speaking 
ruled the political world from his 
own time till now. It came to be 
necepted as even a platitude that the 
nation has nothing but its own 
welfare to consider, that the nation 
*3 a final end in itself, with nothing 
beyond it or above it which It 
might serve or for which it could 
exercise self sacrifice.” : 

The principle for which we Chria- 
tiuans have to stand is that there 
2xists something wider and higher 
than the national state which the 
national state exists to serve: it is 
the Kingdom of God, and practically 
we muat realise that to be a Chris- 
tian implies an entirely ‘new atti- 
tude towards our fellow-men. 

And as regards the problem of 
Peace ond War, Earl Grey has truly 
said that “the most effective change 
would be that nations should dislike 
sarh other a little less and like each 
other a little more.” There has re- 
cently been established among us a 
branch of the League of Nations 
Union. I think it Is a plain, duty 
of Christian people to do all they 
can to support the League of Na- 
tions and the League of Nations 
Union. for the League gives expres- 
sion to the sense of common inter- 
eat among the nations of the world. 

It has been said, and I think truly 
said, that “condyct is a by-product 
of religion—an {Inevitable by-pro- 
duct, but not the main point, Love 
creates goodness by the way.” 

The challenges which section two 
of the Lambeth Report brings to 
us in thia diocese sre these— 

If it be agreed that the existing 
social order is Intolerable and-some- 
thing better than mere haphazard 
rules are to contro! us what stand: 
ards are we to accept? 

As regards Marriage. and Sex: 
granted-that some of our traditional 
morality belongs toa very imma- 
ture stage in our development, what 
standards are we to accept for our- 
selves and for our community life? 

As regards Race and Peace and 
War: the sense of comradeship and 
fellowahip ‘is not something to be 
achieved by being directly sought: 
it follows naturally where men are 


engaged together in common tasks. 


The task of the Church Js to multi- 
ply the number of persons whose 
relations with their fellowmen are 
governed by respect and reverence 
of the individuality of others. 
Those who have the Christian atti- 
tude to their fellowmen will mani- 
feat it naturally in racial relations. 
The Challenge to Pursue the Quest

. Second, definite advance was 
made as to closer relationship be- 
tween the Anglican and the 
Orthodox Churches. 

Thirdly, as regards non-episcopal 
‘Churches: I think thera was no 
going back whatever on Lambeth 
1920 ns some have suggested. It 
is recognised that the experiment in 
South Indin ia being made in the 
hope of “achieving a union between 
episcopal and non-episcopal churches 
such as has never yet been effected” 
and in.a resolution of the whole 
Conference “wo ask the: brethren of 
our communion to étand by ‘our 
brethren in India, while they make 
the experiment, with generous 
goodwill.” 

As regards ourselves here- in this 
diocese, the challenge that comes to 
us from Lambeth is that we shall 
take our part in pursuing the quest 
of the visible unity of the whole 
Church of Chriat,. for however 
long and difficult the way we can 
be content with nothing less, and I 
trust that our brethren of other 
communions will join us in this 
quest, and in passing I would like 
to emphasise that the Conference 
adopted unanimously a resolution 
in favour of efforts of Evangelism 
in co-operation with Christians of 
other Commynions. __, 

The Challenge to Consider the Ideal 
_ We of the Anglican Communion 
Have Before Us and the Future 
to Which We Look Forward. 

By a natural sequence we como 
now to consider the ideal we of the 
Anglican Communion have before 
us for ourselves and the future to 
which we look forward. 

“Our ideal is nothing less”, the 
fourth report says’ “than the Catho- 
tic Church in its entirety. Viewed 
in its widest relations, the Anglican 
Communion is seen aa in some sense 
an {neident in the history of the 
Church Universal. It haa‘: arisen 
out of a situation caused. by tho 
divisions of Christendom ‘. wo 
turecast the day when the racial and 
historical connections which at pre- 
sent characterise it will be trans- 
cended and the life’ of. our com- 
munion wili be: mergediin a larger 
fellowship in the Catholic Church.” 

The principle for which the 
Anglican Church stands is that of 
“tha  outonomy of particular 
churches based upon a common 
faith and order. . 

The following statement of the 
nature and status.of the Anglican 
Communion as the term is used in 
its Resolutions was approved by the 
.Conference— 

Resolution 49, 

The Anglican Communion is a 
fellowship, within the One Holy 
Catholic and Apostolic - Church, of 
those duly constituted . Dioceses, 
Provinces or Regional. Churches ip 
communion with the See of Canter- 
bury, - which. have the . following 
characteristics in common:— 

(a) thoy uphold and propagate the 
Catholic: and Apostolic ~ faith 
and order as they:are generally 
set forth in the-Book of Com- 
mon Prayer as authorised in 
their several churches: 
they are particular or national 

‘. churches, and, a3 such, promote 

within each of their territories 

a national expression of Chris- 

tian faith, life and worship;

“It is our duty to 
envisage,” they say, “the ono 
Church of Christ as ft will be when 
reunited and to shape the churches 
of our own Communion so that thay 
will even now conform as much as 
possible to that ideal, and be ready 
to take their place within it, when 
it is renlised .... Tt is our hellaf 
that the Councils of the Bishops 
were in antinnity, and will bs aesin, 
the appropriate organ by which the 
unity of distant churches ean find 
expression without any derogation 
from thelr rightful autonomy.” 

Such {s the challenging ideal that 
the Conference bide us keep before 
us as we carry on our work in this 
diocese. 

Tr. Challenge of the Sacred 
Mintstry and the Openings for 
Women's Service in the Church. . 
A further challenge that comes to 

us and one which profoundly affects 

us in a-diocese such as thle—more 
particularly of course in our Chin- 
ese work—is the challenge: of the 
sacred ministry: and with this is 
closely connected the call ‘‘to wel- 
come and use to the full the minis- 
try of women not only in the 
pastoral work of the Church, but 

in its teaching and worship... I 

quote from the Encyclical letter. 

One of the eight questions put to 
a Bishop at his Consecration is 
this: “Will yon be faithful in 
Ordaining, sending, or laying hands 
upon others?” No part of a Bishop's 


, Work is more important than this. 


Human life can bo dedicated to 
no higher service than'that of the 
Sacred Ministry, When I was at 
home last year I mét two men now 
serving as clergymen whom I had 
known as laymen here. One had 
been a business man, tho other had 
served on tne statr of the Univer- 
sity. There are two otners | can 
also think of As regards tne 
Chinese Church, the need tor more 
men, and tor the highest type of 
man, for the ministry is ¢lamant. 
Whiie I have been-Hishop an endow- 
ment fund for Chinese clergy has 
been started: it badly needs aug- 
menting. é 
. As regards women’s service in 
the Church, I have this to say. I, 
am well aware that there are able 
women who are conscious of their 
vocation to teach Christianity and 
of their capacity to fulfil this voca- 
tion and who would welcome exact- 
ing standards of training, who feel 
that the Church js not ready to give 
them the welcome and ‘opportunity 
it gives: to men. .Here in this 
diocese we owe much to the devo- 
tion of ‘women workers,‘ and as 
Bishop I should welcome the careful 
consideration as to how the distinc- 
tive gifts and ideals of women may 
be the better used in the service of 
the Church, whether as ordained 
Denconessen (which order the tnm- 
beth Conference does not desire 
should be regarded as the femala 
equivalent of the existing Deacon, 
but as an order sui generis), or in 
other ways. 

~The Challenge of Youth. 

The final challenge that comes to 
us is.the challenge of Youth. 

The Church certainly needs the 
co-operation of youth, and Chris- 
tianity has in its very nature & 
vecular appeal to youth, for youth 
tends to respond to what ia Idea! 
‘and altruistic. 
number of younger men and women 
to-day are alienated from the 
Church and organised religion. The 
Church js in a backwater, many of 
them think. 

At any rate as regards the 
Colonial Church, Hong Kong {s for 
the most part a.young people’s 
Colony and it la good that it should 
be so. ; 

’ Youth, I am persuaded, {fa not 
essentially irreligious and yet too 
often in this Colony as elsewhere 
it, masses the Churches by on the 
other side.

AMUSING STUDIES IN SCREEN 
SOPHISTICATION. 


(By G. A. Atkinson, .London Daily 
Telegraph Film Critic.) 


London, Jan, 6. 

_ One of my readers is anxious that 
1 should discuss “the best film songs 
of 1930,” and names her own 
fuvourite as° “My Dream Lover,” 
sung by Jeannette MacDonald in 
“The Love Parade.” It is a charm- 
ing Song, and the sentiment Is 
devastating, but I tnink most people 
would agree that the best number 
in ‘'The Love Parade” is the “Song 
of the Grenadiers,” also from Miss 
MacDonald, who made a great sing- 
ing reputation last year. 

There is another render who 
thinks that the outstanding film 
songs of 1930 were “Tip-toe through 
the Tulips’ and “Painting the 
Clouds with Sunshine," which 
adorned “Gold Diggers of Broad- 
way.”

‘Lhe critical test of a film song is 
its reintion to tne theme, of which

An excellent example of that 
principle was ‘I'he Pagan Love 
Song,” which fitted tnat rather 
mediocre film “The Pagan” so well 
that it carried the pruduction to 
success, There was no theme-song 
in 1950 that reached the standard 
of “The Pagan Love Song.” 

The nearest approaches to it were 
“Falling in Love Again," from 
Blue Angel; “The Love Waltz,” 
from the film of the same name; 
and the thematic waltz air from 
“The Immortal Vagabond,” which 
latler I'regard as the best of the 
year, These are all German tunes. 

If I had to choose the most at- 
tractive song in 1930 films, irres- 
pective of thematit values, I think 
I should pick “It Happened in 
Monterey,” sung by John Boles. in 
“The King of Jazz.” 


Mabel Wayne, who wrote and 
composed = “It Happened = in 
Monterey,” Is also the composer of 
“Ramona” and “Ragamuffin Romeo.” 

She told an interviewer that ehe

“old Spanish customs” does not 
disturb the cheerful spirit in which 
he uses them. 

The critic’s diMculty is that there 
is a beauty, charm, and dignity 
about Spanish traditions that as- 
sorts j}l with this drama of a col- 
lege boy who all but wrecks the 
aristocratic marriage reserved for 
him by getting into a scrape with
